# Third home run by Westcliff company given lowest CQC rating

A THIRD care home run by a 
Westcliff company has been rated 
“inadequate” in the space of a 
month. 

Care Quality Commission inspec¬ 
tors found that residents at Meyrin 
House were being woken up by 
staff in the middle of the night on a 
visit in July. 

They wrote: “Prior to the inspec¬ 
tion, we had received concerns that 
the night staff were waking people 
up in the early hours of the morning 
(between 4-5am) as this would help 
the day staff. 

“We carried out an early morning 
visit and our findings confirmed 
the concerns we had received. 

“We arrived at 4.35am and found 
that three people were up and 
dressed in the main lounge with a 
hot drink in front of them, however, 
they had all gone back to sleep. 

“On reviewing every person’s 
care plans we could not find anyone 
who had a preference of being up 
before 6am.” 

The report into the care home, in 
Hobleythick Lane, Westcliff, said 
the inspection was carried out 
urgently after concerns were raised 
that service users may have been at 
risk of abuse. 

It added: “Staff did not always 
demonstrate a caring attitude 
towards the people they supported 
and some failed to promote peo¬ 
ple’s dignity or show respect to 
individuals. 


“Staff did not have the skills and 
experience, and they were not 
deployed effectively to meet the 
needs of people.” 

Inspectors found staff had a lack 
of knowledge around caring for 
dementia sufferers, and the report 
said some residents felt there were 
not enough trained and experienced 
staff. 

The care home manager was 
unable to demonstrate how the ser¬ 
vice was being run in the best inter¬ 
ests of people living there, and 
could not show residents were 


being given enough to eat or drink. 

Inspectors found on the first day 
of the inspection, on July 3, that 
staff were not always encouraging 
residents to have drinks outside of 
meal times, despite a temperature 
of 31 degrees. 

The report said: “We observed 
two sets of visiting relatives assist¬ 
ing two people with fluids. 

“We spoke to a visiting relative 
about what we had observed and 
they informed, ‘This is what we 
have to do, staff are not always 
around so we are left having to 


make sure our relatives have had a 
drink especially in this hot weath¬ 
er’.” 

Meyrin House was rated inade¬ 
quate in four out of five inspection 
criteria, with the fifth rated as 
“requires improvement”. 

The care home is run by 
Strathmore Care, which manages 
Fairview House and Whittingham 
House, which were rated inade¬ 
quate in October. 

Stuart Vive-Kananda, managing 
director of Strathmore Care, said: 
“We are greatly disappointed, sad¬ 
dened and concerned by the latest 
published CQC report for Meyrin 
House. The findings of the report 
do not meet the company’s standard 
of care. 

“We are absolutely committed to 
providing the highest quality of 
care to all our residents and any 
shortfalls have been immediately 
actioned. 

“Strathmore Care have and will 
continue to deploy additional 
resources and investment to Meyrin 
House to ensure high quality stan¬ 
dards of care are achieved and 
maintained.” 

He added that “vast improve¬ 
ments” are being made to the care 
home, which is closed and undergo¬ 
ing refurbishment. It is set to re¬ 
open in mid-2018. 

Mr Vive-Kananda said the com¬ 
pany was working with the CQC 
and Southend Council to “improve 
and maintain high quality standards 
of care for all residents at Meyrin 
House.”

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Careline service could 
get £60,000 fund boost 


‘High dependency’ tenants set for reprieve as council enters into funding talks 


SOUTH Essex 

Homes is in talks 
with Southend 

Council over covering 
the costs of an alarm 
service for the coun¬ 
cil's sheltered hous¬ 
ing tenants. 

A cabinet meeting 
on Tuesday was due 
to discuss plans to 


cease the council's 
funding of Careline 
for those residents 
from the end of next 
March. The council 
currently subsidises 
the service, delivered 
by South Essex 
Homes, at a total cost 
of £60,000 per year. 

A report, that had 


been due to go before 
the meeting, said the 
plans would have 
seen 761 affected ten¬ 
ants in high depen¬ 
dency sheltered hous¬ 
ing schemes, where 
Careline is hard¬ 
wired into the proper¬ 
ty, have to pay the 
£69.16 yearly charge. 


But a council 
spokesman con¬ 
firmed there was a 
South Essex Homes 
proposal to cover the 
cost of the council's 
£60,000 yearly sub¬ 
sidy. 

He said:“Since the 
drafting of the origi¬ 
nal report, officers 


have continued to 
examine whether 
there are alternative 
solutions to with¬ 
drawing the subsidy 
funding for Careline 
provided to sheltered 
housing tenants. 

“We are currently 
discussing a proposal 
with South Essex 


Homes that would 
provide a positive 
solution, and there¬ 
fore the original 
report to cabinet has 
been withdrawn. 

The South Essex 
Homes proposal 
would require confir¬ 
mation from their 
board to proceed.”

Council due to decide on plan this week 


PLANS for a new teaching 
block at a secondary school 
in Southend that would cre¬ 
ate 150 extra places are set 
to be approved. 

The proposals for the two 
storey building, at St 
Thomas More High 
School, include additional 
classrooms and a fitness 
suite, as well as a multi use 
games area and a 
drama/music studio. 

The building would be 
constructed on the site of 
three tennis courts, and the 
fitness suite would be open 
to the public. 

The tennis courts would 
be replaced by four that are 


planned as part of the 
games area. If the plans are 
approved, the number of 
students at the school in 
years 7-11 would increase 
by 151, giving the school a 
total of almost 1,150 stu¬ 
dents. 

Recommending the plans 
to be granted, case officer 
Janine Rowley wrote: “The 
proposed development is 
acceptable and that will 
provide an improved edu¬ 
cation facility and new 
multi-use games area.” 

A final decision was due 
to be made by the council's 
development control com¬ 
mittee on Wednesday.

Doctor due in court 

• A DOCTOR from Leigh has been charged 
with a number of sexual offences. 

Kamran Ali, 38, of Glendale Gardens, was 
charged on October 27 with seven counts of 
sexual assault. 

The charges relate to alleged offences 
involving four women between September to 
November 2016. 

He was also charged with one count of 
making indecent photographs of children and 
possession of an extreme pornographic 
image. 

Ali is due to appear at Southend 
Magistrates’ Court on December 11.

Police Commissioner Roger Hirst asks whether he can put up taxes to recruit officers into Essex 


THE COMMISSIONER of Essex 
Police has asked residents to tell 
him whether they would be happy 
to pay more council tax if it meant 
he could hire more officers. 

Tory politician Roger Hirst has 
launched a survey, to run until the 
end of next week, to canvass Essex 
people's opinions. 

Last year the council tax for 
policing was increased by 3.25 per 
cent - amounting to £4.95 per year 


extra for a Band D property, mak¬ 
ing a total of £157.05. Mr Hirst 
claimed this allowed him to hire 41 
new officers and 15 new police 
control staff. 

He said the money was also 
invested in new technology allow¬ 
ing officers to cut down time spent 
on paperwork and spend more time 
on the beat. Despite the increase, 
Essex Police still receives the low¬ 
est funding per resident of any 


police force in the UK. 

Mr Hirst said: “At every public 
meeting I attend, I hear that resi¬ 
dents want more police on the 
streets - and whilst both Essex 
Poice and I are doing everything 
we can to make that happen, we 
don't have the money or resources 
to deliver it in the best way that we 
want to. The demand on the police 
service is rising. New crime types 
are emerging and existing crime is 


rising in its complexity. This is 
against a backdrop of unprecedent¬ 
ed shift in the national security 
environment. 

“My question to the public is 
this: Do they want to pay for those 
extra resources?”

Hotel redevelopment 
in grand leap forward 


More than 500 people sign petition supporting plan for 18 flats 


A DERELICT Leigh 
hotel could finally be 
set for redevelopment 
after plans were recom¬ 
mended for approval. 

Proposals to convert 
the Grand Hotel into 18 
flats, restaurants, and a 
basement wine bar and 
health club were given 
the thumbs up by 
Southend Council plan¬ 
ning officers. 

The amended propos¬ 
al, submitted by 460 
Leisure Ltd, came after 


a similar application 
had been turned down 
by councillors in July. 

That had been reject¬ 
ed after concerns from 
planning officers that a 
fourth floor penthouse 
roof extension and a 
enlarged mansard roof 
“would have a detri¬ 
mental impact on and 
be significantly harmful 
to the character and 
appearance of the local¬ 
ly listed building and 
the Leigh Cliff 


Conservation Area 
more widely”. 

In the revised plans, 
the penthouse has been 
removed completely 
while the pitch of the 
mansard roof has been 
reduced from 65 to 55 
degrees. A communal 
terrace would now 
replace the penthouse, 
which planning officer 
Abbie Greenwood 
wrote was “a much 
more appropriate solu¬ 
tion for the roof of this 


historic building”. 

A second reason for 
refusing the original 
application was a fail¬ 
ure of the applicant to 
secure finance for edu¬ 
cation provision. 

This has now been 
addressed by the appli¬ 
cant undertaking the 
section 106 agreement 
to cover this, with fund¬ 
ing of more than £9,600 
in light of the impact on 
Belfairs Academy. 

Concluding the 


report, Ms Greenwood 
wrote the latest plan 
“will bring this impor¬ 
tant historic building 
back into use”. 

A petition signed by 
more than 500 people 
had been submitted in 
favour of the plans, 
though 41 objections 
were made as part of a 
consultation into the 
plans. A decision on the 
proposal was due to be 
made by councillors on 
Wednesday.

Mystery over 
police officer 
dismissal in 
misconduct 
statement 

AN ESSEX Police offi¬ 
cer has been sacked, but 
a statement announcing 
his dismissal failed to 
explain what he had 
done wrong. 

The force said PC 
Michael Rogers had 
been fired because 'his 
behaviour towards an 
Essex Police employee 
amounted to miscon¬ 
duct' - but did not say 
what that behaviour 
was. 

Essex Police said PC 
Rogers was fired 
because he was already 
subject to a final writ¬ 
ten warning for another 
unrelated matter - but 
didn’t say what that was 
for either. 

Chief Superintendent 
Sean O’Callaghan said: 
"PC Rogers’ conduct 
fell well below the stan¬ 
dard of behaviour 
expected from our offi¬ 
cers. 

"The officer behaved 
in a manner, both on 
duty and off duty, which 
discredits the police 
service, undermines 
public confidence and 
does not reflect the 
moral and ethical stan¬ 
dards of Essex Police."

Survey reveals aspirin benfit for 
pregnant mothers and babies 


SOUTHEND Hospital has 
played a leading role in a world¬ 
wide study into reducing the 
chance of pregnant women suf¬ 
fering from pre-eclampsia. 

The study was into the effec¬ 
tiveness of aspirin in lowering 
the likelihood of the condition, 
which occurs in nearly one in 10 
pregnancies in the UK and can 


lead to significant harm to 
mothers and babies. A hospital 
spokesman said there is no 
treatment for pre-eclampsia and 
the aim is to manage blood pres¬ 
sure and deliver babies at the 
right time. 

Results of the study, revealed 
a daily 150milligram aspirin 
dose reduces the risk of pre¬ 


eclampsia by 82 per cent in 
babies born before 34 weeks. 
Southend Hospital was one of 
the few centres to participate. 

Mandeep Singh, fetal mater¬ 
nal medicine consultant, said 
almost 91 per cent of the preg¬ 
nancy population in Southend 
took part, higher than any centre 
across the world.”

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A cruise to remember

W HEN Cruise & Maritime 
Voyages invited my partner 
and I to visit some of 
Europe's most picturesque cities on 
board MV Magellan on CMV's 
Medieval Cities & River Seine Cruise, 
as a photographer I jumped at the 
chance. 

Cruising from Tilbury is a stress-free 
and relaxed experience. We parked in 
a secure car park, situated inside the 
docks and a shuttle bus took us 
directly to the terminal building. The 
next time we saw our luggage was 
when we arrived in our cabin. 

After lunch on board and a safety 
drill, Magellan set sail and headed 
towards our first destination, 
Amsterdam. Our evening on board 
saw us dining in the ship's Kensington 
Restaurant for a superb five-course 
dinner with fine wine. 


Returning to our cabin on deck 
seven, we relaxed in a spacious twin 
stateroom making the most of the 
comfortable bed, large en-suite bath¬ 
room, TV and coffee-making facilities 
and watched the English coastline 
disappear through the large picture 
window. 

Day two saw us waking in 
Amsterdam where we headed ashore 
into the city of canals and bicycles. 

A visit to the A'Dam tower was a 
perfect opportunity to photograph the 
city from its observation deck:. 

Lunch was arranged for us on a 
canal boat followed by a visit to The 
Amsterdam Hermitage museum 
where we viewed some fabulous 
paintings from the Dutch Masters 
Collection. 

Day three and we arrived in the 
Belgium city of Antwerp. A short walk 
from the ship takes you into the city 
centre with its cobbled streets ana 



pretty squares. 

No visit to Belgium would be com¬ 
plete without a trip to a brewery and 
we took a tram to the De Koninck 
Brewery and beer tasting rooms. 

We staggered back to the ship for an 
afternoon nap followed by another 
brilliant five-course dinner. 

Magellan was mainly at sea for day 
four as we headed towards the French 
city of Rouen, sailing along the River 
Seine. 

On the journey we passed pretty vil¬ 
lages, churches and abbeys that, from 
Magellan's high deck, looked like 
models in a miniature village. 

We had never visited Normandy 
before and found we were in for a 
photographer's treat in the medieval 
streets of Rouen. We explored the 
streets and buildings dating back to 
time of Joan of Arc. 

We had a meal ashore in France's 
oldest inn - La Couronne - which 
dates back to 1345. 

Our final port of call was the small 
town of Honfleur where I had more 
time to use my camera to capture 
images of this historic town where my 
lens focused on the slate-covered 
houses and timber-framed buildings 
and France's largest wooden church, 
built by sailors returning from sea. 

All too soon, Magellan set sail back 
for Tilbury but not before another 
marvelous dinner and CMV's famous 
"midnight buffet" and exhibition of 
food carvings by the ship's catering 
team. 

Ports such as those that we visit can 
only be accessed by the medium 
sized ships that CMV operate from 
Tilbury and with staff numbering one 
for almost every two passengers every 
traveller is given VIP treatment.

PADDINGTON 2 (PG, 103 mins) 

T HE bare necessities of a ful¬ 
filling life will come to you if 
you follow the paw prints of 
Michael Bond’s beloved bear. 

So sayeth director Paul King’s 
unabashedly sweet, wholesome 
and crowd-pleasing sequel that 
replicates the irresistible charm of 
the 2014 film. 

Paddington 2 is a lip-smacking, 
tear-jerking delight for audiences 
of all ages, which promotes com¬ 
passion and understanding as the 
foundations of a truly great Britain. 

It’s a resolutely old-fashioned 
message of hope and community 
spirit, and a nimble script co-written 
by Simon Farnaby never deviates 
from trumpeting the central charac¬ 
ter’s unerring optimism in an era of 
paranoia and selfish desires. 

The pantomime villain this time is 
a scheming theatrical ham, played 


to the comic hilt by Hugh Grant, 
who dons a wimple and knight’s 
armour to steal hidden treasure 
that should have been claimed by 
an ancestor. 

The actor mercilessly pokes fun 
at himself - note the floppy-haired 
portrait from glory days in Four 
Weddings And A Funeral on the 
antagonist’s mantelpiece. 

Paddington (voiced by Ben 
Whishaw) is happily installed in 
the attic of 32 Windsor Gardens, 
family home of insurance assessor 
Henry Brown (Hugh Bonneville), 
his free-spirited wife Mary (Sally 
Hawkins) and their children, Judy 
(Madeleine Harris) and Jonathan 
(Samuel Joslin). 

During a visit to antiques dealer 
Mr Gruber (Jim Broadbent), 
Paddington unearths an old “pop¬ 
ping book” of London, which 
would make the perfect present 
for Aunt Lucy (Imelda Staunton).

“Actors are some of the most evil,

Walters). “They lie for a living!” 

Paddington 2 is a delightfully 
entertaining romp, distinguished 
by glorious set pieces including a 
wonderful fantasy sequence 
inside the pages of the antique 
pop-up book. 

Colourful production design is 
almost as vivid as the perfor¬ 
mances including a roguish turn 
from Gleeson and physical prat¬ 
falls aplenty courtesy of 
Bonneville. 

Once again, Whishaw’s warm, 
soothing vocal performance tugs 
our heartstrings, adhering to the 
sage words of Aunt Lucy: “If 
you’re kind and polite, everything 
will come right.” 

King’s fleet-footed sequel comes 
right with a marmalade-smeared 
flourish.

Classy Cortina’s enduring 


By Ian Johnson 


ANYONE who was driving in the 
1970s and 1980s has to have a 
soft spot for the Ford Cortina. 

It has already been hailed as 
Ford’s masterpiece of all time, 
arriving at a time when Britain 
wanted a classy but affordable 
and roomy saloon. And Ford 
delivered massively. 

It became a bestseller overnight 
and from its early days in the 
1960s to it retirement in the 
1980s it was king of family cars. 

Many love and admire the early 
Cortinas, but my firm favourite 
was the very last, the Mark V. 

The Mark V was announced on 
August 24, 1979 and was an 
upgraded Mark IV with revised 
headlights with larger turn 
indicators. 

There was a wider slatted grille 
said to be more aerodynamically 
efficient, a flattened roof, larger 
glass area, slimmer rear pillars 
with revised vent covers, larger 
slatted tail lights on saloons and 
upgraded trim. 

It was all about bringing the 
Cortina into line with Ford’s then 
current design language. 

It was still well priced because 



you could get a basic 1.3-litre for 
£3,475. But out of all of them my 
absolute favourite Cortina to drive 
was the £5,989 V6 featuring a 
2,293cc with 116bhp on tap. 

This was a real ton-up Cortina 


with the capability of reaching 
109.6mph with a 0-60mph sprint 
factor of 10.3 seconds. 

And economy was not bad for a 
six-cylinder with a recorded 
30.7mpg. 


Cleverly Ford saw the potential 
of this car as a true 
pocket-premium executive 
express and no base versions 
were offered in this country. 

There was only the GL or top 


allure 

end Ghia option to choose from. 

I remember the V6 as a smooth 
car, with plenty of torque and 
advanced handling properties. 
When it was coming to the end of 
its days, I had to ask why? 

There were years left in this 
model, which in my view totally 
eclipsed its successor, the 
jelly-mould shaped Sierra. 

The final production model was 
the Crusader special edition. It 
was available as a 1.3-litre, 

1.6- litre, and 2.0-litre saloons or 

1.6- litre and 2.0-litre estates. 

The Crusader was a final 

run-out model in 1982. 

Up to and including 1981, the 
Cortina was the top selling car in 
Britain. Even during its final 
production year, 1982, it was 
Britain’s second best selling car 
and most popular large family car. 

There was a mystique about the 
Cortina fuelled by comedian 
Alexei Sayle who was a devoted 
fan and leapt to fame with his Top 
Twenty hit, Ullo John! Gotta a 
New Motor? in 1984. 

There were still a few Cortinas 
on forecourts as late as 1987, 
with one final unregistered GL 
leaving a Derbyshire dealership in 
2005.
